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AB Prepns. for the treatment of gasritis, gastroduodenitis , and 

gastrointestinal ulcers were prepared containing a carboanhydrase inhibiting 
sulfonamide (ethoxzolamide [452-35-7], benzolamide [3368-13-6], 
methazolamide [554-57-4] , and acetazolamide [59-66-5 

]) and NaHC03 and (or) KHC03 and (or) Na citrate and (or) K citrate and 
(or) MgO and (or) Mg(HC03)2 and (or) Al (OH) 3 . Oral administration of 
tablets containing 20-30 mg acetazolamide, 10-30 mg K citrate, .10-30 
mg NaHC03, 5-10 mg (Al(OH)3, and 10-20 mg MgO/kg 2-3 times daily for 2-4 
wk to patients with gastrointestinal disorders accelerated healing of 
ulcers and decreased postoperative treatment of peptic 
ulcer and pyloric stenosis. 
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
